Harry Ainlay was pleased to sponsor several students who attended the Encounters With Canada program at the Terry Fox Centre 
in Ottawa. This program offers one week sessions throughout the school term with the rare and unique experience of living with 130 
young people from across Canada. These young people gather together to learn about each other, their ways of life, and about the 
uniqueness of Canada. The sessions offered are Arts and Culture, Science and Technology, Journalism, Law, Canadian Studies, and 
Business and Entrepreneurship. The student decides their area of interest and the week that is suitable to their program. 


The Pottery club had two different sessions in the year; one in the fall, and one in the 
spring. The club was open to all students. The members improved their pottery techniques 
and learned to use the wheel. Everyone involved learned a lot and had a great time. 


COMPETITIONS: 


1. Canadian National Math Leagues 

This is a series of 6 short contests that are given about a month apart starting at 
the beginning of November. Last year, Harry Ainlay was the provincial champion in 
this national competition. 


2. Alberta High School Mathematics Competition 

This competition is given in two parts. Round one is written in November and the 
top finishers are invited to participate in the second round in February. Last year, 
the first and second place prizes for the competition went to Harry Ainlay students. 
The top students at the end of the AHSMC are invited to write the Canadian 
Mathematics Olympiad in April. Pariticpation in this competition is limited to the best 
mathematics students in the country, and over the last 3 years, Harry Ainlay has 
had from 3 to 5 students write each year. 


3. Canadian Mathematics Competition 

There are three different contests in this competition, the Cayley contest for 
Grade 10 students, the Fermat for Grade 11 students, and the Euclid for students in 
Grade 12. The Cayley and Fermat competitions are held in February while the 
Euclid contest is written in April. Students compete individually and as part of a 
team representing the school, and students and teams from Harry Ainlay usually fin- 
ish near the top in the province. 


4. American High School Mathematics Competition 
The contest, written in late February, provides an opportunity for students to com- 
pete with students across North America. 


In the Euclid competition this year, Ning Wu finished 4th in Canada among 
approximately 10,000 contestants - an outstanding achivement.

The eighth annual High School Science Olympics were held on November 23rd, 1991 at West 
Edmonton Mall. Sixteen Harry Ainlay students participated in five challenging events. Events varied 
from recycling to application of physical, biological, and chemical principles.
